for  the  purpose  of  amendment  under  the  five- 
minute  rule.  The  substitute,  as  modified,  is  to  be 
considered  as  original  text  for  the  purpose  of 
amendment,  and  shall  be  considered  as  having  been 
read.  Waives  all  points  of  order  against  said  substi- 
tute for  failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 311(a)  of  the  Congressional  Budget  Act  (pro- 
hibiting consideration  of  legislation  which  would 
cause  the  new  budget  authority  or  outlay  ceilings  to 
be  exceeded  or  the  revenue  floor  to  be  breached).
